L I L B O U R N 
- 
Excavations at the Lilbourn 
archaeological site, located 
one- fourth mile west of 
Interstate 55 at the New 
Madrid- Howardville exit on 
Highway 61, have revealed 
the largest Indian ceremonial 
s tru c tu re 
discovered 
in 
Missouri and the first mace, a 
sym bol 
of 
status 
and 
authority, to be excavated in 
place by archaeologists in the 
state. 
Recent excavations at the 
site began in the summer of 
1970 by the University of 
Missouri - Columbia when 
the New Madrid Vocational- 
T echnical 
S chool 
was 
planned for construction on 
the site. 
The Lilbourn site is only 
one of many in the Bootheel 
which make this area rich 
with information about the 
early 
A m erican 
Indian 
civilization. However, much 
information concerning these 
people of the past will never 
be recorded because evidence 
of their existence is rapidly 
being 
destroyed 
through 
land- 
levelling, 
plowing, 
co n stru c tio n 
work 
and 
pothunters. 
At least 15 known village 
sites are located within a five 
mile radius of Sikeston and 
over 
one 
hundered 
are 
recorded on 
the Sikeston 
ridge. An estimated 5,600 
sites 
are 
located 
in 
the 
Missouri 
portion 
of 
the 
Mississippi River Delta. 
In November 1969 one of 
these 
sites 
faced 
partial 
destruction when a grant was 
approved for New Madrid 
County to build a vocational- 
technical training school. 
This site, a Mississippian 
fortified 
town 
site 
near 
Lilbourn, was placed in the 
National Historic Register in 
July 1969. 
The 
Lilbourn 
site was 
first excavated in 1856- 1857 
by G. C. Swallow, professor 
of geology at the University 
of Missouri. He uncovered a 
few Indian burials, but little 
was learned because of the 
lack 
of 
archaeological 
knowledge at that time. 


A map of the site was 
made in 1876 showing nine 
mounds 
and 
107 
house 
depressions. A large terraced 
mound in the shape of a 
mace was shown to the north 
o f 
th e 
e m b a n k m e n t 
encircling the townsite. 
Mounds in the enclosure 
ranged from two to 21 feet 
in height. House depressions 
were 45 feet in diameter. 
Embankments on the east 
and north sides of town were 
three and one half to four 
feet high 
and enclosed a 
ditch three feet deep which 
served as fortification for the 
village. A swamp protected 
the other two sides. An oval 
area or plaza was used for 
ceremonial 
purposes. 
The 
1876 map was later found to 
be basically correct in its 
arrangements. 
Features mentioned on 
the map are not visible on 
the 
surface 
today, 
but 
excavations by the University 
of Missouri in June 1970 
indicated that foundations 
are preserved underground. 
Excavations 
in 
1971 
revealed this site was one of a 
series of ceremonial centers 
and 
acted 
as 
a 
central 
meeting place. According to 
Carl 
H. 
Chapman of the 
University 
of 
Missouri 
-- 
Columbia, the Lilbourn site 
was one of the few large 
undestroyed townsites with 
satellite 
support 
villages 
c o n s t r u c t e d 
by

Mississippian people in the 
M issouri 
part 
of 
the 
Mississippi Alluvial Valley. 
As excavations continue, 
important knowledge is being 
gained about the way Indians 
lived in this area between 
900 and 1400 A.D. 
In 
spite 
of 
extensive 
surface destruction, the sub­ 
surface remains still contain 
very important information 
and artifacts. 
One important discovery 
was 
the 
location 
of the 
fortification wall and trench. 
Inside the wall were areas for 
houses, burials, and tool and 
p o t t e r y 
manuf act ur i ng 
activities. On the east side oi 
town was a small, planned 
burial 
ground, 
but 
most 
burials 
and 
offerings had 
been damaged by plows. 
The discovery in 1971 of 
a 
square 
house 
structure 
r eveal ed 
much 
about 


construction. After digging a 
pit 13 feet by 13 feet down 
to the subsoil level, Indians 
dug deep narrow trenches on 
all 
four sides with small 
wooden posts placed inside 
to serve as wall supports. Wet 
clay secured the posts and 
small brush or cane was 
woven 
between posts and 
plastered with clay on the 
inside to make it solid. The 
roof 
was 
formed 
by 
an 
interlaced structure of poles 
attached to the top of wall 
posts and then covered with 
bundles of grass. 
The house had three man 
areas of activity: sleeping, 
storage and trash disposal 
and food preparation areas. 
Beneath the floor were 13 
infant burials, indicating an 
Indian custom of burying 
infants in the floor of the 
house 
itself. 
The 
Indians 
believed in life after death, so 
survivors often placed a jug 
of water, a bowl of food or a 
shell spoon with the dead. 
The burial plot of one of 
the most important men in 
the village, the keeper of the 
great ceremonial mace , was 
also 
discovered. With the 
man was the first mace to be 
excavated 
in 
place 
by 
archaelogists 
in 
Missouri. 
This 15 -inch sysmbol of 
status and 
authority 
was 
made of pink chipped stone 
and had been buried on his 
chest. At his waist were a 
bone pin and circular copper 
ornament. 
The mace and 
accompanying 
relics 
are 
evidence that the Lilbourn 
site was an important part of 
the ceremonial centers of 
sougheastern United States. 
In 
1972, work moved 
outside the fortification and 
to the mace mound. This 
mound is so named, because 
it is constructed in the shape 
of the mace found in the 
burial. Excavations on the 
mace mound revealed the

education; 
an 
increasingly

use of instructional 
television; more emphasis on 
personal, 
individualized 
learning; and a return to the 
basics, a new version of the 
old Three R ’s concept,— in 
elementary education. 
“ These 
trends 
will 
become a reality,” Mallory 
said, “because the public- 
p a r e n t s , 
e m p l o y e r s , 
in stitu tio n s 
o f 
higher 
learning, and the students 
themselves- are beginning to 
demand them. 
“A lot of new ideas have 
come and gone in education 
during recent years, but with 
considerable 
sifting 
and 
sorting 
done, 
these 
five 
concepts continue to pass all 
the tests. I have no doubt 
that 
they 
will 
become 
a 
reality in Missouri schools. In 
fact, one or more of these 
ideas are now being rapidly 
developed in almost every 
school district in the state.” 
Early childhood programs 
were cited as an example.

DAEOC received instructions 
to phase out by June 30. 
These phase out instructions 
had

many experienced personnel

morale of the remainder fell 
drastically. Efforts to fight 
poverty in the Missouri Delta 
was parallized. 
By June 30, a series of 
federal court decisions had 
forced 
the

.DAEOC was still in business.. 
Vacant positions were filled 
and DAEOC personnel went 
to work to make the year a 
success. 
At DAEOC, we recognize 
that poverty is an immensely 
complex problem and should 
not be overly simplified.

A transport incubator was

expected to reach its full 
potential in the next two or 
three years, all are now in 
v a r i o u s 
s t a g e s 
o f 
development, Mallory said. 
C om m issioner 
Mallory 
has outlined the five trends 
as follows. 
Expansion of preschool, 
or early childhood, programs; 
a continuing heavy emphasis 
o n 
c a re e r- 
v o c a tio n a l 
education; 
an 
increasingly 
wider 
use of instructional 
television; more emphasis on 
p e rso n a l, 
individualized 
learning; and a return to the 
basics, a new version of the 
old Three R ’s concept,— in 
elementary education. 
“ T hese 
tre n d s 
will 
become a reality,” Mallory 
said, “ because the public- 
p a r e n t s , 
e m p l o y e r s , 
in s titu tio n s 
o f 
h ig h er 
learning, and the students 
themselves- are beginning to 
demand them. 
“ A lot of new ideas have 
come and gone in education 
during recent years, but with 
considerable 
sifting 
and 
sorting 
done, 
these 
five 
concepts continue to pass all 
the tests. I have no doubt 
that 
they 
will 
become 
a 
reality in Missouri schools. In 
fact, one or more of these 
ideas are now being rapidly 
developed in almost every 
school district in the state.” 
Early childhood programs 
were cited as an example. 
Today, Missouri schools are 
successfully operating 38 of 
these programs, primarily for 
four- year- olds, and at least 
11 more are being planned. 
“ Research repeatedly and 
continually proves that these 
early years, ages 4- 9, are 
tremendously 
im portant in 


the 
development 
of 
an 
individual,” 
Mallory 
said. 
“ As more and more parents 
come to understand this fact, 
we will be getting more and 
more programs.” 
An even more spectacular 
growth 
has 
occurred 
in 
career- vocational education. 
During the past year, more

170,000 
Missourians 
were enrolled in the various 
career- vocational programs

Of 
these, more than 119,000

programs. This is an increase 
of about 
63,000 students 
since 1965. 
A similarly 
spectacular 
gain has been reported in the

Today,

four, or any 24 professions,” 
he said. 
“ Eventually, 
at

stage in his development, the 
individual will pick his own 
area and he alone- without 
benefit of law, or custom, or

m a n d a t e , 
or 


advertising- will determine 
the depth and rate at which 
he will explore his chosen 
area of study.” 
In regard to the basics, 
Mallory said he is referring to 
reading; 
competency 
with

and spoken forms; arithm etic 
and the ability, at least, to

better understanding of our 
economic system; and more 
i n s t r u c t i o n 
a b o u t 
government and the rights 
and
